In a conversation he said he felt 
outraged by the action of the general 
assembly and expressed surprise at 
the Peabody party which he termed a 
conspiracy to secure the office for a 
man having no claim to It. 
He will later issue a statement to 


the public. 
Governor Peabody was escorted to 
the joint assembly after the adoption 
of the report and was received amid 
cheers. 
He thanked the members for having 


"done their duty." 
He said his election will do great 


good to the state and blot out crim- 
inal elections in the future. 
While speaking 
guns boomed the 
governor's salute. 
The governor, 
with friends, then 


left for the governor's chamber. 
Adams was not In but his private 
secretary, Patek, 
was 
there. Pea- 
body asked for Adams, and when told 
that he was gone, said: 
"I am very 
sorry; I expected to see him." 
He 
offered to shake 
hands with Patek, 
but the latter drew back and made 
a contemptous remark, causing Col- 
onel Gross to grasp Patek and demand 
a repetition of the remark. The men 
were separted before an encounter oc-

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LEADERS AND "BOSSES" 


D 


URING the last campaign a great deal was said 


about "bosslsm" in politics, especially In the Fus- 


ion party. Mr Newlands and the Sharon estate came in 
for a liberal amount of abuse because of alleged Inter- 
ference in state legislation, all of which was paid to be 
pernicious and unwarranted. 
Upon this real of fancied 


Influence the so-called "rump" party made its fight, and 
complicated the political situation somewhat, even claim- 
ing that to their efforts was largely due the defeat of the 
Fusion ticket and the success of a great majority of the 
Republican candidates. Be this claim true or false, the 
fact remains that the last legislature was without either 
a "boss" or a leader and the state has suffered in con- 
sequence both In moral tone and In wise economic legis- 
lation. 


The Journal is not a believer in, nor an advocate of. 


"boss" rule as the term is usually understood, but it will 
hardly be questioned that the recent legislature needed a

that a business administration in a state can only be 
secured by electing business men to conduct it.

•uch time we can look forward to many such legislatures 
as that just brought to a close.

RENO'S CROOKED STREETS 


T 


HE City Council has a complicated situation to deal 


with In the matter of the streets and alleys of the 


city. It has developed that so many maps and plats of 
additions to the city have been filed and accepted by the 
county commissioners In past years without proper con- 
sideration of the Importance they bore to, the future 
growth of the municipality that things are in an almost 
hopeless tangle. Streets and alleys begin nowhere and end 
nowhere in such numbers that condemnation proceedings 
will sooner or later have to be instituted In order to have 
continuous arteries through the city. Again, lots have 
been sold in some cases to the middle of the street, thus 
destroying the alignment causing unsightly Jogs and 
limiting the width of the highway to a mere path. 


Notably Is this the case on northern Sierra street, the 


west side of which follows a surveyed line, while the east 
side encroaches on the street until but forty feet in some 
places is left Including the sidewalks. On Riverside avenue 
a similar condition exists. Property owners along this 
beautiful driveway have deeds which preclude a street 
wider than an ordinary wagon track between their prem- 
ises and the river. In some cases the straightening out of 
the streets will work a hardship on the abutting property 
owners, but It is apparent that a purchase by the city jf 
all the offending land would also be Impracticable from a 
financial point of view if not utterly Impossible. It s 
equally plain that until the rights of the city are adjudi- 
cated that any appropriation of funds for the improvement 
of the sections in dispute would be an injustice to peo- 
ple in other sections where the city's rights as to streets 
and alleys are clear. As a result many of the most popu- 
lous and desirable sections of the city must remain with* 
cut improvements In grading, sewerage and lighting. 


The Council will hold a special session next Monday 


evening for the purpose of considering the situation. It 
is understood that eotrie of the landowners are very de-

Will Develos High Speed. 


H. J. Small, gene-nl superintendent 


of motive power for the Southern Pa* 
ciflc, Is Interested In the experiment 
of building locomotive* that will trav- 
el three thousand 
mfles 
without a 
stop and at the rate of one hundred 
miles an hour. 
In discussing this marvelous ma- 
chine at Ban Francisco yesterday. Mr. 
Small said: 
"I have heard that the people in 
Chicago have been making a number 
of experiments with a new kind of 
locomotive which It Is claimed can do 
this, but a» the engine haa not aa 
yet been built I am Inclined to think 
that It 
Is somewhat 
problematical 


that It will do what It Is claimed 
It can do. I have no doubt, however, 
that this locomotive will be superior 
to those already In use and that Is all 
that I can say." 
If It does alt that Its maker* claim 
for tt, this locomotive, which la a 
revision of the DUsel engine, will re- 
volutionise transportation. The loco- 
motive, or really power-house on 
wheels. Is entirely different from any 
In use. The cost of operating It will 
be less than one-half of the cost of 
operating the present type of steam 
engine. 
Fuel oil costing but 3 or 5 
cents a gallon Is the only fuel that
